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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  supplies  within 
the  Rural  District  is  controlled  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board  and  the  following  details  and  figures  are 
given  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  to  the  Board 
Mr.  H.  Ackroyd  whose  ready  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

Generally  speaking,  the  quality  of  water  supplied  in 
the  area  has  been  good,  only  occasionally  have  any  bad  samples 
been  reported  and  these  have  been  due  mainly  to  pollution  at 
the  spring  sources.  All  spring  water  in  the  area  is  chlorinated 
before  passing  into  supply. 

The  quantity  of  water  was  generally  sufficient  except  for 
a  period  over  Christmas,  but  the  Board  made  every  effort  to  maintain 
a  supply  within  their  available  resources. 

Pocklington  Rural  District  Council's  area  receives  water 
from  six  sources.  For  each  source  a  bacteriological  examination 
of  raw  water  is  taken  once  a  fortnight  and  a  bacteriological 
examination  of  treated  water  before  passing  into  a  supply  is  taken 
every  week. 

The  following  are  results  of  Bacteriological  Examinations 
for  twelve  months  ending  31st  December,  1964.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly 
in  Pocklington  and  Market  VJeighton,  and  the  bins  are  lifted  fiom 
the  rear  of  the  premises.  In  the  remaining  parishes,  the  collection 
is  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  from  the  kerbside. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Council  gave 
consideration  to  an  extension  of  the  scheme  to  provide  for  a 
weekly  or  rear  door  collection  in  the  villages  and  limited 
experiments  were  carried  out  to  obtain  a  guide  for  a  report 
to  be  submitted  in  1965. 

In  order  to  keep  the  vehicles  up  to  date  and  to 
provide  additional  loading  capacity  a  35  cubic  yard  vehicle 
was  purchased  and  put  into  service  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year; 
this  took  the  place  of  a  16  cubic  yard  vehicle. 

Nuisance  which  had  occurred  in  previous  yearsfrom 
the  burning  of  plastic  waste  was  overcome  by  the  installation 
of  an  incinerator  for  this  purpose  at  the  refuse  tip. 

The  tips  are  situated  at  Yapham  Mill  and  Cliff e  Lane, 

Market  Weighton ,  and  the  former,  which  receives  the  bulk  of  the 
collections  is  controlled  by  a  full-time  Tip  Attendant. 


SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  work  was  carried  out  on 
the  installation  of  a  surface  water  sewer  in  Pocklington  in  the 
Garths  End  area  to  relieve  surcharge  in  the  combined  sewers  which 
was  brought  about  by  increased  private  development  in  the  area. 

A  group  sewage  scheme  for  the  Market  Weighton  area 
was  finally  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  work  commenced  on  the 
installation  of  sewers  in  October.  The  work  was  well  advanced 
when  the  year  closed. 

Preliminary  work  on  the  Southern  area  scheme  proceeded 
with  a  view  to  planning  permissions  etc.  being  obtained. 

The  Council  considered  a  report  from  the  Consulting 
Engineer  regarding  an  extension  to  an  approved  scheme  at  Fangfoss 
to  provide  for  the  inclusion  of  another  three  villages,  Bugthorpe, 
Skirpenbeck  and  Full  Sutton.  The  Home  Office  put  forward  a 
proposal  that  the  ex  Airfield  at  Full  Sutton  could  be  used  as  a 
prison  and  until  this  is  determined  the  preparatory  work  on  this 
scheme  is  held  up,  until  details  of  flows,  etc.  become  available.

The  extension  to  the  works  at  Stamford  Bridge  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  work  put  in  hand. 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  Trade  Effluent 
agreements  and  a  scheme  was  worked  out  with  a  factory  in  Pocklington 
which  produces  the  largest  volume  of  trade  effluent  in  the  district.

year  was  allocated  as  follows:  - 

12  -3  bedroomed  houses 
8  -2  bedroomed  bungalows. 

12  -2  bedroomed  bungalows 
4  -3  bedroomed  houses 
4  -2  bedroomed  units. 


The  programme,  with  the  exception  of  the  allocation  to  Pocklington, 
commenced  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  steady  advancement  of  the 
Contracts  was  maintained. 


In  addition, to  the  above  allocation,  24  dwellings  were  allocated  to 
Stamford  Bridge  which  were  primarily  intended  for  allocation  to  workers 
coming  into  the  district  to  serve  local  industry. 

The  redevelopment  scheme  for  mhe  Ohapmangate  area  of  Pocklington  was 
continued  and  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  classify  the  dwellings. 
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The  programme  for  the  previous  year  continued  satisfactorily 
and  the  details  of  dwellings  completed  during  the  year  are  given  below:

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  to  bring  property  up 
to  modern  requirements  amounted  to  42,  and  it  is  a  pleasing  feature 
to  record  that  several  owners  of  property  who  were  faced  with 
expenditure  on  W.C.  conversions  with  new  sewage  schemes,  chose  to 
provide  all  amenities  with  the  aid  of  grants  following  the  example  shown 
by  other  owners  in  previous  years. 


The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  Slum  Clearance, 
and  notices  were  served  on  properties  where  the  tenants  were  likely 
to  be  rehoused  at  an  early  date,  or  where  propertjr  was  such  that 
its  early  closing  and  demolition  was  imperative. 


Since  1945,  901  houses  of  the  following  types  have 
been  built  by  the  Council.
